Howéxona, Marcu 28ri, 1472. is 
Tue four Ordinaneas introdieed at tha sit- 
ting ofthe Legislative Council on ‘Monduy 
last, huving reference to the treatment. of 
criminals, and those who tay be eonsiderdd 


prinud facie criminals, daimely, prisoners, muy | 


bo taken to be the first fruits of “the recent 
“agitation on the Police question, ond the 
community may congratulate itself on the 
foot that tho firat fruits. bear ‘promise: of an 
excellent yicld by-and-bye. It was impos- 
sible to consider the extracrdinary incapacity 
shown by the Police of Hongtong as entirely 
the result of any one cause, especially when 
numerous exceptional circumbtaneds and 
conditions were known to beset the:path of 
the Force, It was Known thutthey had to 
work bere under the very worst, pdssible 
conditions, having to deal with a Asiati¢s 
population of the most degraded class, and 
having to deal with it eptirely on ultra- 
English principles, some of which bad been: 
modified even in England itself, and others 
existed in no other country,’ except the one 
that shares with Us our Magna Charta‘and 
Bill of Rights—the United States. “It was 
impossible to supposé that liberties which 
were found too great even for Anglo-Saxoris 
woull assist the suppression of ‘crime 
arsongst the. rabble of Cantonese savages 
which forms the staple of our criminal popu. 
lation; and every allowance was made on 
this score for the want of success, the total 
failure indesd, of the endeavours made to 
reduce crime within reasonable limite. The 
largest, allowance being made, there was, of 
course, still a great deal that the Police 
Force had to answer for, a great deal which 
no adverse circumstances could excuse or. 
smooth down. “But assuredly ‘every one will, 
rejoice that some of these exceptional cou- 
ditions are at last to be. removed, and that’ 
the foree will be in a position to start afresh, 
comparatively frca from technical'restrictiona, | 
and prove anew what it can accomplish on 
its own merits. One of these Ordinances ia 
apparently an old ‘one, or ore which we have 
heard something of before. It ‘is simply a 
confession of inability to convince Ttowning 
treet of all our requirements, and iv therv- 
fore by no incans satisfactory. We refer to 
“the bill for the paniskment. of those ‘who 
violate conditional pardons: they are simply 
to be remitted to the remainder .of their old 
sentences, uo that thore js no punishment in- 
flicted for the breach of condition at all. 
‘This defect is continued in the “Branding 
Ordinance, which ia a most amusing produe- 
tion altogether, and to. which we shall refer 
presently, But if we have not got all we 
wagt in these Ordinances (and undoubtedly 
we have not) we buve at least a-gyeat deal 
more than we -bave ever bid before.”
